HARRISBURG, PA., February 4.—The third 
term Grant boom has received a damaging, 
and it may be death blow, in the home of its 
friends, or rather the inner temple of Cam- 
eronism and political corruption. 

Last night the opposition to Grant, which 
has been growing like wiidtire in Pennsylvania 
recently, but which 1t was thought Don Cam- 
eron would be able effectually to stamp out in 
this, bis home, blazed up ina 
CAUCUS OF THE ANTI-GRANT DELEGATES. 

As Blaine was the only other candidate 
with any following, the opposition railed 
around bim, although the Grant people 
tried to create the impressivn 
that the Maine Senacor did not wish to be 
placed in antagonism to Cdmeron in his own 
home and State. Tne result was that Inthe 
caucus the Blaine men poiled 110 votes to 
123 forthe Grant programme. 
is claimed, was falsely counted, the real re- 
sult being 117 forthe Blaine people and 115 
for Grant. There are 251 delegates to the 
convention and the fight will be renewea to- 
day. 

CAMERON IS BENDING FVERY EFFORT 
to break up the opposition, but under the 
leadership of ex-Congressman Lawrence. 
Edward M. McPherson, ofthe Philadeiphia 
Press, and the Hon. Charles Wolfe, the 
man who in the last Legislature exposed the 
bribery if connection with the Pittsburg riot 
damage bili, they are standing firm and will 
make a gallant fight. It is conceded already 
that the effect of their opposition has been to 
destroy Grant’s chances, and it is believed 
that Cameron is oniy fighting now to retain 
his grip upon the party organization 
THE CONVENTION MET 
at noon, but notning of a positive kind can be 
done for several hours, as the temporary or- 
gabpization has to be gotten rid of. 
PROBABLE DELEGATES, 

Mec Manes, the dictator of the party in Phila- 
delphia and aluke-warm Grant man, will be 
one of the delegates at large, without a seri- 
ous contest. Gen. Bingham,Blaine’s spokes- 
man, is urged as another delegate at large, and 
his success is probable. It is conceded by Cam- 
eron that Blaise is entitled to have half the 
delegates ai large taken from the list of bis 
known friends. Editor McPberson has been 
spoken of ss one of them, but the Phila- 
delphia delegation refuse to entertain the 
proposition. Ali the delegates elected by the 
people in the several Congressional districts 
will be accepted and ratified by the Conven- 
tion. 

NO RULE RING. 

There are strong indications, however, that 
the rule of the machine wil! not be sub- 
mitted to by ali factions of the party. Some 
of the leading men of Philadelphia have is- 
sued an address to the deiegates tothe con- 
vention at Harrisburg, in which the forma- 
tion of an independent party in this State, 
like that in New York, is foreshadowed un- 
der certain contingencies. The signers of the 
address say: We have no candidate to sug- 
gest, nor do we deem it pertinent to specify 
by name any whom we might be compelled to 
reject. Weswy briefly, tiatthe number of 
Republicans is very large who cannot be re- 
jied upon to support, onthe one hand, one 
whose candidacy would Violate the 
tradition which bas become 
part of the unwritten law of the nation; nor, 
on the other, one who regards the skiilful 
use of patronage for personal ends as the 
highest function of a etatesman; nor one 
whose past inability to resist temptation 
would put his supporters on the defensive 
througnout the campaign; nor one whose per- 
sonal ambition may lead him to regard 
the public service as a mere instrumental- 
ity for furthering his own ends, and 
whose convictions are but expressions of tem- 
porary politi cal expedieney.’’ These clauses 
are sup posed to be aimed severally at Grant, 
Sherman, Blaine ana Conkling, and Wash- 
bu rne is therefore supposed to be the choice 
of the Philadelphia independents. The ad- 
dress is signed Henry C. Lea, Wayne Mac- 
Veagh and175 others, all men of character 
and standing in the community. 

BLAINE DELEGATES. 

Sixty delegates have come positively in- 
structed for Blaine, and thirty-five are from 
conventions that passed resolutions favorable 
to Blaine, but refused to instruct. 

THE PHILADELPHIA DELEGATION. 

It is said that forty-five of the forty-six 
Philadelphia delegates will support Cameron. 
Thou eh composed exclusive!y of men op- 
posed to Grant, and representing a city said to 
be entirely opposed to the third term, the del- 
egutlo n was won over by the artful persua- 
sions of Cameron, who appealed to them 
on personal.grounds, and said a failure to 
carry the State for Grant would be a persona) 
m ortification for him and a triumph for his 
enemies. These able arguments prevailed, 
and Philadelphia is now understood to be un- 
d er the Cameronian thumb. 

Allegheny county instructed her eight een 
delegates for Grant, and Dauphin county, in 
which Harrisburg is situated, instructed four 
delegates the same way. 

SPECULATIONS. 

It is now believed that nearly or quite 100 
votes will be cast against instructions for 
Grant, and all admit that so strong a minority 
would be fatal to Grant’s candidacy.

„We certainly know the history of the 
times, aud wecan see that Russia is politi- 
cally diseased.’’ 

“Do you know what the Nihiliets want?’’ 

„Further than that they are a sort of exag- 
gerated communists, I dv not.” 

“Well, sir, tuey wary demand anarchy; 
nothing short: fthe total sul) verson of church 
and siat-; the otter abolition of any kind of 
government will -atisfy them. Tuey do not 
want arepub.ic as ¢he Social Democrats in 
Germany, nora commune as the dis«a:isfied 
Radicals in Franee—th:-y demand simpiy that 
the presegt socisl structure shall be wrecked 
thoroughly. Their very nume indicates their 
purpose. Nothing shall we left in the 
shape of government, religion or civil- 
Zz ation, all must go. They do not trouble 
themeeives to think out the problem further 
than that. The favorite figure of their pocts 
and preschers is that they wil harrow the 
empire thata new system may spring from 
the crushed and pulverized soil. I tell you

Beginning wit4 the emancipation of the 
serfs, One political blunder after another has 
been commi.ted in the vain effort to woo this 
Fata Morgana of popular content. The people 
of Western Europe cannot understand, and 
e-pec'a:ly you Americans cansot understand, 
the situation in Europe, or how a band of 
desperate cobepirators cun hold and teach 
fucn ideas, Sem of the Southern States with 
the freshiy freed negro as a disturbing ele- 
ment might sympathize with us. You see, 
during the present Czar's reign, an 

of liberality has been introduced; 

tr al by jury and the Eugii-h 
judicial system have been transplanted among 
us. Legisiative assemblies, Houses of Bur- 
gesees in other words, have been instituted 
throughout the empire, and liberty ef the 
ress given at St. Petersburg and Moscow. 

‘uis may have been all right enough, but the 
results have all been wrong. Ideas utterly in- 
compatible, not alone with an autocratic gov- 
erument, but with any sort of government at 
all, have sp ung up. Here in St. Louis you 
know how a very modified form of our ineu- 
bus, the German Svcialists, are at war with 
law and order. If you can imagine these rant- 
ers suddenly infected with a mania for assas- 
sinatiou, you can picture our si. uation.”’ 

Have not the, universities had a great deal 
to do in epfeading Nihilism?’ asked the 
scribe. 

Our Russian universities are 
at the best a farce, and they are gradually be- 
coming plague-spots to which the sharp knife 
of the surgeon will have to be applied. While 
the general cry was the good of the people, the 
universities were thrown open to the poorer 
classes, and thronged with paupers incon- 
stant and unstable, not even taking advantage 
of the wretched course of study offered. but 
becoming specdily puffed up with conceit and 
preventions ignorance, they soon came to open 
revoli. I do not deny that ourkide was not 
free from blunders and that we acted unwise- 
ly, but at any rate the students were shortly 
in conflict with the police, and the universi 
tics are all making fine novitiates for the 
study of N'hilism.’’ 

“Isthere any acknowledged leader of the 
party, now!“ 

** Yes; since the death of Michael Bakunin 
M. Drogomonow isthe acknuwledged head. 
He resides at Geneva, and fulmicates the gos- 
pel of destruction from beneath the wing of 
jhe Swiss Government.

Short- 
lv after the conclusion of these trials Vera 
Sessouliich mide her attempt on the life of 
General Trep ff, and assassination has since 
then been the order of the day.“
